Reached the Admiralty yefterday afternoon, at a 
quarter patt one o’clock, in a poft-chaife from Portf- 
mouth, (to which place he made his efcape from France 
on Saturday evenigg, .in a manner as altonifhing as it 
was fortunate) accompanied by Mr Wright, his clerk, 
and a French Emigrant, who were confined in the fame 
prifon with him, namely, the Temple, at Paris. The 
circumftances attending their extraordinary efcape were 
as follow: a” 

The three prifoners were ordered by the Executive 
Directory to be removed froni the capital to another 
part of the couutry, under a ftrong efcort of cavalry. 
After travelling in a carriage a few leagues they came 
to a fmall town, where there was a ferious election riot, 
which the Municipal Officers in vain attempted to 
quell, The guard over the captives was called upon 
to afift, while the drivers and all the inhabitants were 
dire&ting their whole attention to the tumultuous fcene. 
This favourable moment was feized by the prifoners, 
who left the coach, and efcaped out of the town. The 
emigrant knew the country; he led them through by- 
roads, afd in the night they took fhelter in a wood.

‘They made immediately 
for the coaft about Havre. ‘ 

It is faid, that a few days previous to his efcape; an 
order had been given by the Minifter of Police to con- 
fine Sir Sydney Smith more rigoroufly, and to limit the 
extent of the walk allowed him to take the air, though 
it was only two hours each day. He had been nomi- 
nally allowed a louis d’or a-day by the Government, 
but had never received any money for the laft feven 
months. He had only the ordinary allowance of the 
prifon ; bat feveral friends did all in their power to ren- 
der his fituation as comfortable as poflible. 

There is nothing difhonourable in the expedient a- 
dopted by him"to recover his liberty. The enemy 
never granted him a parole, and fuch was their inve- 
teracy towards him, that they rejected every overture 
made by our Minifters to procure his releafe. From 
this inhuman condu@, it is not unreafonable to fuppofe. 
that they were defirous of his falling a victim to the fe- 
verities of a clofe confinement!; and therefore we fin- 
cerely rejoice at the happy opportunity that occurred to 
effect his liberty, and reftore him to his: country.
